She headed their 
publishing department and work- 
ed the rest of her life in propa- 
ganda pamphlets and books. 


It is necessary to dig into books 
to find the story of long-dead 
Jacob Sverdiov. He was the great 
and good friend of Lenin. He did 
not think too much of a fellow 
revolutionary, named Joseph 
Stalin. Once ‘Lenin sent Sverdlov 
to remove Stalin from the area 
where Leon Trotsky was in com- 
mand of the Red Army, then 
fighting remnants of the Czech 
division and other White Russian | 
forces. Until the louse bit him he | 
was second only to Lenin and 
Trotsky and, had he not died, he | 
might have prevented the acces- | 
sion of Stalin. He was equally 
tough. 


Tragic History 


His name is on a city of tragic 
and violent history: In the hot, 
chaotic summer of 1918 the town 
of Ekaterinburg was merely a 
provincial city on the slopes of 
the Urals, just at the edge of 
Siberia.

The General Assembly Committee on Schools was created 
by the General Assembly in the first week of: February. Of- 
ficially it was created by House Resolution 369-801, introduced 
by Rep. George Busbee: of Dougherty. The five-page resolu- 
tion called for a 19-member committee to make ‘“‘positive

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
Thursday chopped $136 million 
from President Eisenhower's $4,- 
175,000,000 foreign aid request and 
told him it wants no more aid 
given to the Cuban regime of 
Premier Castro. 

As it put the finishing touches 
on a $4,038,500,000 aid bill; the 
committee wrote into the meas- 
ure a ban on further aid to Cuba 
unless the President determines 
that such assistance is “in the 
national and hemispheric in- 
terest.” 

OVERWHELMING VOTE 
The provision, approved by an 


overwhelming vote, would affect: 


about $350,000 in technical assis- 
tance still in the aid pipeline. 
Military assistance to Castro's 
Cuba already has been termi- 
nated. 


The committee all but put its 
formal stamp of approval on the 
aid measure, which sets outside 
limits on aid spending in the 1961 
fiscal year. 


The actual funds must be pro- 
vided in separate legislation now 
under scrutiny by House appro- 
priations subcommittee. That 
group has indicated it will cut 
the program considerably below 
the total endorsed by the For- 
eign Affairs Committee.

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Highway Program 
Hampered by Past 


Charges were made by the outgoing 
president of the Georgia County Commis- 
sioners Assn. at its meeting in Augusta 
that an attempt had been made by Roy 
V. Harris, Augusta politician, “to take 
over the association and hold it for de- 
livery at the next governor’s election.” 


The attempt, involving the election of 
a vice president of the association, com- 
mendably was rejected by the association. 


Also at the Augusta convention dis- 
appointment was registered because there 
is not as much road money to be par- 
celled out to counties in local contracts 
as during part of the Griffin administra- 
tion. In all justice, the commissioners 
should place some facts in proper per- 
spective. 

For one thing, the present adminis- 
tration has begun to pay back the 100- 
million-dollar Rural Roads Authority 
debt, plus additional millions in interest. 
Rural roads and bridge building bonds 
are taking 10% million dollars in current 
highway funds. These costly ventures 
must be paid for out of present and fu- 
ture taxes. 

The commissioners also should re- 
member the other notorious appendages 
of the Griffin highway program. What, 
for instance, happened to the more than 
$100,000 which just disappeared at Bax- 
ley? It has never been accounted for. 

And what about the disregard for spe- 
cific state regulations in the matter of 
city and county contracts? In many in- 
stances such contracts were sublet or 
transferred to private contractors in open 
violation of law, in privately negotiated 
contracts without advertising or bidding. 
Some contracts were verbal with no bonds 
required for faithful execution. Others 
were signed after the work was complet- 
ed. Streets were designated as post roads 
and it was alleged that pay was charged 
for convict labor on certain contracts. 

Have we forgotten the use of convict 
labor on private projects, building of pri- 
vate driveways, disappearance of equip- 
ment and shoddy construction at high 
quality costs? 

The state is now paying for all these 
mistakes while trying to find funds to 
make up for years of lack of maintenance 
on expensive if shoddy construction. 
And it is trying a pay-as-you-go policy 
to prevent worse financial troubles. 

We cannot believe the majority of 
county commissioners condone _ those 
scandals and abuses of the last adminis- 
tration—scandals so flagrant as to give 
Georgia a bad name all over the nation. 
Those counties which paid for the abuses 
and are still paying will profit from re- 
membering. The commissioners would do 
well to say so.

The point is that the tests continue and 
progress is made.

Old-Fashioned Grist Mill 
Is Fading Into History 


It is sad but in keeping with the 
trends to learn that the old-fashioned 
gristmill with its slow-turning. stones, the 
waterwheel and the warm, nutlike 
aroma of the ground corn is going the 
way of the mule. 

A decade ago there: were more than 
a thousand such mills in Georgia. Today 
there are less than 300. Most of the corn 
meal is produced by a dozen large mills. 
Few farmers bring in their own corn to 
be ground. More than 70 per cent of all 


the grain is obtained from brokers and 


shellers. As a matter of fact, most farm 
families today use store-bought meal.

surprise us. The old ways are fading. 
Only a few remain. Cornbread is now a 
product of enriched meal, flour, sugar 
and other additions. It probably is su- 
perior from the food standpoint but it 
is not, truly, “like it used to be.”

Further Proof Emerges 
That West Is On Trial 


Decision of the United States to vote 
to include the Asian-African charge 
against South Africa on the agenda of 
the U.N. Security Council is further evi- 
dence of the strongly held conclusions in 
the State.department, the U.S. delegation 
to the United Nations and in the adminis- 
tration that a new situation exists in the 
world. 


Western civilization, which is based on 
the rights of individuals, is on trial. Not 
merely is it on trial but it is in direct 
and continual competition with another 
civilization, the Marxist, which seeks to 
demonstrate that while under its system 
the state and not the individual is im- 
portant, the citizen nonetheless is more 
secure in his position than in Western 
countries. . 


To be sure, the hypocrisy of the So- 
viets’ position in the Hungarian riot is 
exposed. But this does not alter the de- 
cision which this country had to make. 


“The United States,” said Ambassa- 
dor Lodge, “approaches this question with 
no false pride . . . many countries must 
not be content with the progress in hu- 
man rights ... there is an important dis- 
tinction between governments that are 
promoting human rights without discrim- 
ination and situations where government 
policy runs counter to this.” 


At any rate, the official thought of 
this country’s leadership is that Western 
civilization and all countries in it are on 
trial. They cannot avoid a position, it is 
felt, when human rights are involved.

Labor Leaders Boost 
Sen. Symington’s Star 


Two of the latest straws in the polit- 
ical winds should not be overlooked. They 
are the early and unexpected endorse- 
ment of Sen. Stuart Symington for the 
presidency by James B. Carey of the In- 
ternational Union of Electricians and by 
George M. Harrison of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks. 


Carey is perhaps the most effective 
labor leader in rallying support. He has a 
following and the fact he has endorsed 
Symington, well ahead of the convention, 
has significance. It adds up to the fact 
that while... Sen. Kennedy remains a 
heavy favorite, and will be even more of 
one if he wins bya landslide in Wiscon- 
sin, hé is not yet assured of the nomi- 
nation. 

For these two labor leaders to single 
out Symington as a friend of labor likely 
will create additional open support: for 
him. Labor is divided with perhaps half 
the leadership hostile to Sen. Kennedy be- 
cause of labor legislation he has sup- 
ported and some of the activities of his 
brother in the labor investigations. 

The Carey-Harrison move also is an 
open admission they do not believe Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey has a chance. The fur- 
ther indication is they wanted to make it 
clear that of those they believe to be in 
the running, they prefer Symington to 
either Sens. Johnson or Kennedy.

Department of Commerce Termed Wrong 


In Backing Cut in Rail Passenger Service 


Lancaster, Pa. — I read the 
newspaper account of the.study 
on transportation recently sent 
to Congress by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and was 
greatly. disappointed by at least 
two points in it. These are: 

“Legislation should be passed 
to enable airlines to explore... 
mass air transportation market.” 

“Railroads should continue to 
drop unprofitable intercity pas- 
senger services; legislation 
should be put. on the books estab- 
lishing an official policy that rail- 


road consolidations ... . be en- 
couraged.” 
These two recommendations 


are extremely unfair to users. of 
the railroads and if enacted 
might mean the end of railroad 
passenger service. 

When , the railroads were new 
the government helped them to 
get started in unpopulated areas 
where there wasn’t enough bus- 
iness to support them. But this 
policy was long ago discontinued 
toward the railroads and should 
be discontinued toward the air- 
lines as these have now become 
well established. 

The railroads should be put on 
a more equal competitive basis 
with other forms of transportation 
but they should not be encour- 
azed in the ‘‘death wish’”’ most 
of them have for their passenger 
business. Let the railroads econ- 
omize in other ways without de- 
stroying the passenger service.

New Regulations Assure 


Greater Safety in Boating 


Except in 10 states, 


Georgia among them, 


that have enacted 


their own safe boating laws, owners of craft carrying a motor of 
more than 10-horsepower will be required to register with the 
United States Coast Guard beginning April 1, under the Federal 


Boating Act of 1958. 

Each registered boat will carry 
a number. The operator of any 
boat involved in an accident must 
stop, render assistance and offer 
identification. A written report 
must be filed with the Coast 


Guard or appropriate state au- 
thorities. within 48 hours if the 
accident caused death. If any per- 
son is injured so as to be inca- 
pacitated for more than 72 hours 
or if an accident results in prop- 
erty damage of more than $100 
the report must be submitted 
within five days. 

Georgia and the nine other 
states that wisely enacted their 
ow. boating safety laws within the 
framework of the federal meas- 
ure have been granted a tempo- 
rary exemption until July 1 to get 
their own licensing system into 
operation, 

The new boating laws — state 
and federal — are in large meas- 
ure a belated recognition that we 
have become a nation of sailors. 
Boats are one of the four con- 
sumer products showing the 
greatest rate of increased sales in 
the past dozen years. Production 


last year was well over 400 per 
cent higher than in 1947. 

Last year more than 37 million 
Americans enjoyed pleasure boat- 
ing, using approximately 7.5 mil- 
lion watercraft. Almost one in 
every five Americans now goes 
boating more than once or twice 
a year. 

All this activity means greatly 
increased traffic on lakes and in- 
land and coastal waters, even 
congestion. And just as on land, 
traffic means accidents and acci- 
dent-control. 

But prior to 195& under federal 
law craft less than 16 feet in 
length, except in a few localities, 
were not subject even to registry. 
No “‘driver’s license” was re- 
quired nor a qualification by age 
to operate these boats. 

With the state’s new boating 
laws going into effect in July, a 
considerably greater degree of 
safety is assured the many thou- 


sands of pleasure skippers who . 


sail our lakes and rivers each 
season. It is also gratifying that 
Georgia is among those states 


that have moved to police their . 


own waters rather than leave the 
job to the federal government."

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State Mental Gains an Example 
To All Nation, Says U.S. Leader 


Mrs. Vandiver welcomed Mrs. 
duPont and Lawrence’ J. Linck, 
executive vice-president of NAMH, 
to Georgia, and thanked them for 
their interest in Georgia’s mental 
health program. 


Lt. Gov. Byrd, Atlanta Mayor 
Hartsfield and other. political and 
mental health leaders , attended 
the luncheon. 


Mrs. duPont said that perce 
illness is the nation’s No. 1 prob- 
lem, and that despite some gains 
in the fight. against it, “there is 
still a lot to be done.” 


Establishment of intensive treat- 
ment centers in communities 
throughout the country is one of 
the most important steps needed 
if the nation is to adequately deal 
with the problem, she said. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM 


Another major problem, Mrs. 
duPont said, is educating commu- 
nities, preparing them to accept 
into their societies patients who 
have been discharged from mental 
hospitals. She pointed out that 
many patients return to hospitals 
because the communities are not 
prepared to accept them. 


Mrs. duPont said it has been 
estimated there are more than 
60,000 mental patients who could 
be discharged if communities 
were ready to accept them and 
jobs for them were available. 


Linck, also speaking at the 
luncheon, cited figures . showing 
acute needs still exist for more 
mental health personnel and fa- 
cilities. 

He said thousands of mental pa- 
|tients are still “suffering dry-rot 
'in human warehouses” throughout 
'the country because the public has 
still not met the needs of the 
| mentally ill. 


| TRAINING TOO SLOW 

| Linck said the nation now has 
only 11,000 psychiatrists and is not 
'training new ones fast enough to 
replace the present ones. 


Only 18 per cent of the country’s 
general hospitals have psychiatric 
wards, he said. 


He said the country needs 3,500 
local mental health clinics, but 
'has- only 1,300, and only 650 of 

them are 
| basis. 

Mrs. duPont and Linck were in- 
troduced by Fulton Superior Court 
Judge Luther Alverson, immediate 
past president of the NAMH. Judge 
Alverson also cited the reform in 
Georgia’s mental health program, 
saying there has been ‘‘a veritable 
explosion of interest in mental 
‘health in Georgia.”

“Just a second, Mr. Chairman. Just one more sec- 
ond. I’ve got one more thing to say,” the man blurted 
as he made a grab for a microphone with one hand and 
John Sibley’s coat sleeve with the other. 


“You've had your second,” Sib- 
ley fired back, slamming his gavel 
down with a resounding thud.

Act II of the heated Atlanta 
hearings before the Sibley schools 
committee was rapidly whistling 
to the end, and for once both 
segregationists and integrationists 
had one thing in common: 


They wanted to be heard before 
the final curtain dropped. 


Some made it. Some did not. 


Thursday’s hearing at Henry 
Grady High School was one of the 
tougher ones faced by Chairman 
John Sibley and his committee 
members during their tour of the 
state. 


STKADY STREAM 


A steady stream of local option- 
ists and segregationists paraded 
before the committee to present 
their views on the most contro- 
versial problem faced by Geor- 
gians in the 20th Century. 


Chairman Sibley had his hands 
full trying to~-keep witnesses from 
rattling on into the middle of 
April. 


“I've been sitting back there 
(in the audience) for hours on 
those hard seats waiting for some- 
thing to say whiie you’ve been 
up here sitting on a cushion,”’ one 
witness told Sibley, ‘‘and I’ve got 
something. to say and I’m going 
to say it.” 

He said it. 

W. D. Ferris, a retired trans- 
portation ofticial from Decatur, 
said other witnesses had had five 
minutes before the committee and 
he wanted “‘only two.”’ 


STRONG OPINIONS 


Ferris said he wasn’t sure ex- 
actly what question the commit- 
tee was trying to decide, but that 
he had strong opinions on the 
merits of private schools versus 
public schools. 


He suddenly began rattling off 
his educational background with 
the speed of a tobacco auctioneer, 
declaring he had had 12 years of 
school in eight years plus college. 


‘You've had enough education 
to make up your mind,” Sibley 
said, smiling.

During the afternoon hearings, 
Wesley Morgan of the USS. 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
helped a young recruit fill out 
his membership form for the or- 
ganization. 


The two men sat in the bleacher 
section of the high school gym- 
nasium. 


Then Atlanta laundryman C. F. 
Craig stepped up to testify. 


He told Sibley that he thought 
a silent prayer should be offered 
as guidance during the crisis over 
the schools. 


Sibley said the school question 
had become so emotional that 
even prayers on the subject could 
be misconstrued. He then asked 
Craig if he had been praying over 
the question. He answered, ‘‘Yes.”’ 


The chairman then called upon 
the audience to bow their heads 
in silent prayer, and asked Craig 
to. close it with a few words. 


“Our Father, may Your bless- 
ings .be upon us,” Craig prayed, 
‘“‘and may You bless and preserve 
our segregated schools.” 


A sharp wave of discordant, 
ohhhhs and ahhhs came from the 
Negro group in the audience and 
from a number of whites.

Such centributions, he said, 
have been relatively meager. 
CITES FOOTNOTE | 

Dy» Pettigrew said many segre- | 
gationists have argued that social 
psychological research was “‘cru- 
cially important’”’ in the 1954 5u- 
preme Court desegregation deci- 
sion, The argument is based on the 
fact that a footnote in the decision | 
referred to seven social science | 
documents, he said. | 


He called the argument ‘‘flatter- 
ing.’’ But, he added, **. . . we do 
not deserve such high praice.”’ 
Dr. Pettibrew said the 1954 case 
was no more dependent on the 
jargon and thinking of° social 
science of the 1950s than was the 
court’s ‘‘separate but equal’ deci- 
sion of 1896. He said the earlier 
court had used in its argument 
phrases that owed a definite debt 
to the sociology of the 1890s, such 
as ‘“‘special prejudice,”’ ‘‘racial | 
instincts’ and ‘“‘natural affinities.”’

grew said. He said anti-Negro at- 
titudes are quite often “not so 
much expressive as they are 
socially adjusting.”

He de- 
scribed this as a Southerner ‘‘who 
is neither anti-semitic nor authori- 
tarian but whose conformity needs 
cause him ~-to be strongly anti- 
Nezro.”’ 


Dr. Petigrew said these “latent 
liberals’’ acted discriminatorial 
towards Negroes “even though 
such behavior conflicts with his 
basically tolerant personality.” 


At present such persons are 
“‘illiberal,”” Dr. Pettigrew said.

American family search said in 
an interview that he had no idea 
what would happen when his 
organization enlisted the aid of 
the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs.

“All-American Family” title. 


It is the second national 
search for the typical family.

WORK AT NIGHT

week. The graduate students in 
sociology from Columbia Univer- 
sity even work at night. 


“‘We’ve never seen anything 
like the response we're getting,”’ 
Kashuk said. 


The entry blanks being mailed 
to the New York headquarters 
of the “‘search’’ contain answers 
to several dozen questions con- 
cerning the entrant family’s af- 
fairs and attitudes. 


Questions range from—‘‘Are 


family chores assigned in your 
home” to “what things about 
your community would you like 
to see changed.”’ 


Only one family will win the 
competition, but in a way, every 


family gains something by fill 
ing out the entry blank, Kashuk 
said. 


‘‘The forms are designed to 
help the. family to examine it- 
self,”” he. said. : 


The search will culminate in-

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“Mrs. duPont Urges Women ~ 


To Aid Menta

The charming and attractive 
blonde matron who heads the 
National Association for Mental 
Health has a special message 
to give to women: that they are 
needed as volunteer workers in 
mental health centers. 


Mrs. A.: Felix duPont Jr., in 
Atlanta yesterday to speak at a 
lunchéon given in her honor by 
Georgia mental health leaders, 
said her own interest in mental 
health grew from her work as 
a volunteer in the mental hos- 
pitals of Delaware. 


“Volunteers are needed in 
mental health work because 
they bring life to the ward,” 
Mrs. duPont said. “Just wear- 
ing a different dress or a bright- 
colored sweater means so much 
to the patients because it re- 
lieves the hospital atmosphere.” 


She added that women, who 
are innately more sympathetic 
to human illnesses, are valuable 
as volunteers because of their 
emotional makeup. 


MAN TALK 


“But this doesn’t detract from 
the men volunteers. They are 
very good at the work when 
they become acquainted with 
the patients and their _ prob- 


lems,’’ Mrs. duPont said with 
a smile. ‘“‘They can talk man 
talk. better.’’ 


Praising Georgia for the 
state’s mental reform program, 
Mrs. duPont 
“most excited’’ about the op- 
portunity of visiting the psychi- 
atric wards at Emory and 
Grady hospitals. She comment- 
ed that Emory’s “open ward” 
with the homelike atmosphere 
is still unusual among‘ mental 
health centers, “but the com- 
ing thing.” | 


One of Mrs. duPont’s primary 
concerns within the mental 
health program of the nation is 
the limited facilities for the 
care and treatment of emotion- 
ally disturbed children. 


12 -STATES 


‘Throughout the United States 
only 12 states have separate 
centers for emotionally dis- 
turbed children. Others only 
have departments as a part of 
their total hospital program,”’ 
she said. Georgia’s Gracewood 
is one of the 12 in the nation. 

“Of the states which do have 
facilities for children, these are 
inadequate,” she emphasized, 
adding that there are ‘‘not near- 
ly enough child guidance cen- 
ters, either.’’

Mental Health Associations can 
be particilarly helpful to the 
community by advising. mothers

“The first contact with the 
Mental Health Association is 
easier for the mother to take 
than going directly to a doc- 
tor,”’ she said. 


NO INCREASE 


Commenting on the problems 
of mentally disturbed women, 
she said the current fast pace 
of living has brought about ‘‘no 
increase of real mental illness, 
but. an increase in. psychoso- 
matic illnesses—such as mi- 
grain headaches and gastro 
intestinal disturbances.”’ 

“Doctors have often found,”’ 
she said, “‘that when the emo- 
tional. problem is cured, the 
illness goes too.” 


Mrs. duPont, a mother of four 
and grandmother of eight, ad- 
vised women who participate in 
community activities to keep a 
firm grip on their family life 
as well. 


“I feel very strongly that my 
major job is my family,”’ she 
said. “I try to allot my time 
accordingly—90 per cent for the 
home, and 10 per cent for com- 
munity work. To be happy, one 
shouldn’t do more than this.” 


CIVIC WORK 


She added that husbands often 
don’t realize how much intensi- 
fied preparation women give to 
their home in order to partici- 
pate in civic work. 


Mrs. duPont’s stop in Atlanta 
was the last of a four-day tour 
for the Mental Health Assn. on 
which she spoke in Jacksonville, 


‘Tampa, Miami and Atlanta. 


Looking fresh and completely 
at ease in a silk print blouse 
and periwinkle blue suit, Mrs. 
duPont said the one thing wom- 
en ‘‘must not do is come home 
exhausted from outside work.”’ 


“This would be unfair to the 
husband and children, and they 
would then ha¥® legitimate 
complaints,’’ she said wryly.

These 14 Judiciary Committee 
amendments, most of which 
weakened the House bill in vary- 
ing degrees, were happily sup- 
ported by the Southerners who | 
thus helped speed action Wednes- 
day. 


But it was the 15th committee 


amendment—the Kefauver provi- | 
so—that impeded progress Thurs- | 


day, because militant Northern- 
ers. want it knocked out, and 
Southerners want it kept in the 
bill. 


Authorized by Sen. 


(D-Tenn.). this amendment is to 


the voting referee section of the . 


bill, authorizing court-appointed 
referees to aid Negro voting 
wherever there is a pattern of 
discrimination at the ballot box. 


Kefatver’s amendment would 
require a voting referee to give 
a local registrar two days notice 
before a hearing and permit the 


registrar to sit in on the hearing | 


and make a transcript of the pro- 
ceeding. 


It would prohibit the referee | 
from holding an ex-parte hearing, 


taking only one-sided testimony | 


from the voter applicant. 


Republicans and Northern 
Democrats launched a drive 
Thursday to either knock out this 
committee amendment or -dras- | 
tically modify it. 


Sens. Keating NY), Javits 
(R-NY), Carroll (D-Colo) and oth- 
ers argued that it would “‘scuttle”’ 
the bill and open the way for 
further “intimidation” of Negro! 
voter applicants in some Southern 
areas. 


POLITICS CHARGED 

These anguished cries brought 
an immediate retort from Sens. 
Eastland (D-Miss), Ervin (D-NC) 
and other Southerners that the 
Northerners want secret testimony 
and “‘star-chamber’’ sessions in 
the voting referee procedures. 


Kefauver accused the opponents 
of his amendment of wanting to 
make the voting referees political 
tools of whatever party happened 
to be in power.

‘COWBOY’ ON TELEGRAPH RANGE HERDS SPORTS NEWS|

VERO BEACH, Fla.—A Southern ‘‘Cowboy” who rides the West-. 
ern Union range and rounds up the deathless ‘prose of some 15-20 
Dodgertown writers is better known in the nation’s sports circles 
than all except a handful of the more celebrated baseball players 
encamped here. ° /

For Edward B. (Cowboy) Rogers, who started an uninterrupted 
career with the wireless people as a messenger boy in his native 
Dothan, Ala, in 1916, has been relaying sports scribes’ epics to 
their papers since 1918—or 42 years. 


And few are the veteran writers, indeed, who have not at one 
time or another relied on the nimble fingers of the Cowboy to meet 
their deadlines for them. 


Rogers, who has tapped out newspaper copy and play-by-play 
descriptions for radio re-broadcast of Birmingham baseball games 
at Rickwood Field since 1920, is the Western Union at Dodgertown 
—a job he has held since 1949, the only WU man here. 


And the Dodgertown operation is his most interesting and un- 
usual chore, he says, even though he has covered many unusual 
and historic events—organization of the United Nations at San 
Francisco in 1945, organization of the World Bank at Savannah in 
1946, President Franklin Rodsevelt’s dedication of Wheeler Dam at 
Sheffield, Ala., and Queen Elizabeth's visit to Jamestown and 
Williamsburg, Va., in 1957. 


For at Dodgertown, this 60-year-old master of telegraphic and 
public relations arts runs into many unusual problems and is on 
call in his room next to his sending machines virtually around the 
clock for six or seven weeks during spring training. 


One problem which is met with his infectious grin, is sending 
some newspaper copy in French. For sever&al writers following the 
Montreal team of the class AAA International League write for 
French language papers and, indeed, speak English only brokenly.

Profits, Sales Set Records; 
A Booming 1960 Expected

WASHINGTON 


(UPT) —. Manufacturing firms 


chalked up record profits and sales in-1959—and now 
appear to be doing all right in 1960. 


In addition, the government be- 
lieves there will be some pickup 


in employment this spring. 
There were these developments: 


1. The Securities and Exchange 
Commission and Federal Trade 
Commission reported that manu- 
facturers’ sales last year rose 11 
per cent above 1958. Profits in- 
creased from 4.2 cents to 4.8 cents 
per dollar of sales. 


ORDERS UP 3 PCT. 


2. The Commerce department 
said February orders placed with 
manufacturers—an indication of 
future production—totaled 3 per 
cent more than in January. The 
increase nearly wiped out a Jan- 
uary decline which had caused 
some concern among economists. 


3. The Commerce department 
report also showed that sales by 
manufacturing companies totaled 

_ $30,300,000,000 in February, up 1.5 
per cent over January and 10 per 
cent over February a year, ago. 


. 4, Another Commerce depart- 
ment report estimated that con- 
struction activity rose 5 per cent 
in March. This was somewhat 
below the normal—seasonal in- 
crease of 8 per cent but could 
be attributed to the unseasonably 
bad weather. 


The Labor department. which | 


conducted a poll of businessmen 
in major industrial centers, fore- 
saw a moderate gain in hiring 
this spring. It said more jobs 
Should. be available soon in con- 
struction, trade, service and food 
processing, which normally ex- 
pand in the spring. 

The report on 1959 manufac- 
turers’ profits and sales showed 
that sales hit a record high of 
$337,800,000,000. Profits after taxes 
totaled $16,300,000,000, about $100,- 


000,000 above the previous record 
set in 1958. 


In its employment report, the 
Labor department added two new 
areas — Albany-Schenectady-Troy, 
N.Y., and Baton Rouge, La.—to 
its list of major industrial centers 
with unemployment of 6 per cent 
or more. 


WORKER SHORTAGE CITED 


Of the 149 leading industria] 
centers, 33 are now on the major 
unemployment list, compared with 
74 a year ago. The department 
said that 109 smaller communities 
also showed substantial unemploy- 
ment. 


But it said most areas reported 
shortages of some types of work- 
ers—mainly engineers, secretaries, 
stenographers, typists, office ma- 
chine operators and other white 
collar specialists. 


Many big cities reported grow- 
ing shortages of tool and die 
makers, machinists, ngachine too] 
operators and other metal-working 
craftsmen. The department said 
such shortages were preventing 
some firms from hiring more 
production workers. 


It also said snow storms and 
severe weather held employment 
to only slight gains in the opening 


months of 1960. 


SALES HIT NEW HIGHS 


The SEC-RTC report said that 
most industriés reported that their 
Sales reached new highs last year.
